S. Steamer "Montgomery" and to 
have been an eye witness to several of hia 
brilliant exploits. I am therefore in a po- 
sition to speak with some degree of author- 
ity nud havo uover hesitated to pronounce 
tho decision of his court mnrlinl as wholly 
undeserved. It seems to havo beeu a meas- 
ure of severity, into which tho governiueut 
was forced iu order to prevent foreign com- 
plications nt n period so critical in ils ow.a 
nffairs. Tho matter may be briefly reviewed 
ns follows. 
In the Autumn of 18«2 Hunter (in com- 


mand of tho "Montgomery") gave chnso to, 
and caused the destruction G", the notorious 
blo;luido runner "Blanche" oB'lhe coast of 
Cuba, for which the Spanish authorities 
made "indignant reclamations awl demand- 
ed his dismissal" claiming that tho vessel 
was willfully destroyed by him while in 
Cuban waters. 


Tho chaso, however, commenced on Iho

ery had gained sufficiently on tho Blanche 
for Hunter to have cnpturcd her, ho realized

ever. As it is, the act of Congress which 
restored him to thfi service (nflcr our gov- 
ernment wns ouce more in a position to 
copo with Spain or any other foreign power) 
should bo regarded as n full aud suflhicnt 
justification for bin action, especially as his 
now commission wns dntcd back (as I under- 
stand) to the day of his dismissal. 


Tho chase would liaro been undertaken 


by any faithful oflicer of tho navy; but I 
fear that in many other hands (lie result 
would have been widely and sadly different. 


It JYitUi/ proves Hunter to havo boon 


equal to tiio most complicated requirements 
of those parts of international law relating 
to iiavin;;. 
From my own observations I 


regard him ns being, in :m eminent degree 
courageous, energetic and solf-sacrilicing, 
and you and all his frioiuis may foci assured 
that the act, for which ho \tWcQiisura1, will 
only make his memory grow brighter with 
tho lapse of time. I have scon him com- 
mand IUK own Ktcamer, in Mie midst of the 
danger of ms Atlantic B|orm,and can imagine- 
how bmvcly hornet his olornnl fnto when 
tho Villo du Havre went down.
